Several  cases  of  non  notification  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  in- 
vestigated this  year  and  in  every  case  the  explanation  is  the  same  that 
the  practitioner  concerned  thought  the  case  had  been  notified  by  some 
other  Doctor. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  on  the  whole  rather  a light  one  for 
sickness  generally,  on  the  other  hand  some  diseases  have  proved  more  than 
usually  fatal 

Influenza  has  caused  eight  deaths,  while  last  year  no  case  was  fatal. 
Pneumonia  on  the  other  side  has  accounted  only  for  four  against  ten 
deaths  in  1921. 

Tubercle  has  been  more  fatal,  there  have  been  fifteen  deaths  from 
respiratory  T.B.  and  eight  from  other  Tubercular  diseases,  whereas  last 
year  there  were  only  thirteen  from  all  T.B.  causes. 
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SUMMARY  (FOR  REFERENCE)  OF  NURSING  ARRANGE- 
MENTS, HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

There  are  two  district  nurses  in  the  Borough,  and  they  are  always 
well  occupied. 


(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  provision,  since  neither  of  the  district  nurses  are  allowed  to  attend 
these  cases. 

Both  are  financed  by  private  associations  and  not  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

One  midwife  is  paid  by  the  Local  Authority  through  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre  Committee. 

There  are  12  qualified  midwives  in  the  Borough.  No  list  of  these 
is  provided  to  the  medical  men  practising  in  the  district.  This  ought  to 
be  done  so  that  every  medical  man  can  refer  to  the  list  and  see  at  once 
whether  or  not  the  woman  engaged  to  attend  his  patients,  with  himself, 
is  properly  qualified.  At  the  present  time,  every  doctor  is  running  some 
risk  of  being  technically  guilty  of  the  offence  Unown  as  covering.  The 
Town  Council  might  well  apply  to  the  County  Council  (who  are  the 
inspecting  authority)  for  lists  to  be  sent  to  all  doctors. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  a School  Clinic, 
both  held  at  the  same  site  in  Boutport  Street.  Both  are  well  patronised 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a good  deal  of  benefit  is  derived  from  both.  At 
the  School  Clinic,  the  minor  ailments,  such  as  Impetigo  (which  are  reallv 
serious  from  the  school  point  of  view)  are  dealt  with  much  more  thoroughly 
than  they  were  previously.  For  these  small  things  the  parents  will  not 
incur  the  expense  of  a private  doctor  and  they  think  them  scarcely 
important  enough  to  get  attendance  at  the  Hospital  or  Dispensary. 

The  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Clinics  are  both  run  at  9,  Castle  Street. 
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HOSPITALS  PKOVIDED  OR  SUBSIDIZED  BY  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY, 
OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL.

Devon  Infirmary.

4.  Fever. — A converted  gaol  is  in  use  for  this  purpose  in  the  Borough. 

Nothing  has  so  far  been  done  in  the  matter  of  providing  an 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  combined  areas. 

5.  Small  Pox — For  Protection  against  this  risk,  the  Barnstaple  and 

the  Barnstaple  Rural  Councils  are  acting  together  and  have  provided 
tents,  and  a site  for  their  erection  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
the  first  cases  of  an  outbreak. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  one  is  available  for  the  district.  In  it, 
all  cases  which  are  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  are  removed. 

(h)  Accidents  and  other  cases.  Use  is  made  of  the  Ambulance  Car, 
which  is  the  property  of  the  Barnstaple  and  North  Devon 
Infirmary.

The  County  Council  undertakes  and  pays  for  all  necessary  ex- 
aminations which  are  to  do  with  infectious  cases.  Payment  is  only  made 
when  the  persons  for  whom  the  examination  are  made  are  in  a position 
to  do  so. 

Anti-Diptheritic  serum  is  provided  free  by  the  Authority,  for  the  use 
of  all  practitioners  in  the  Town  to  be  used  only  for  cases  in  the  area.

I have  the  honour  of  subniitting  my  second  Annual  Report  upon 
the  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1!)22. 

129  Complaints  were  received  as  to  nuisances,  some  of  which  were 
anonymous,  but  in  every  case  I made  investigation,  and  where  necessary, 
gave  instructions  for  abatement,  which  I am  pleased  to  state,  were 
satisfactorily  effected.  There  were  319  premises  where  nuisances  were 
abated. 


In  a large  number  of  cases  defects  have  been  remedied  without  the 
service  of  statutory  notices.  In  seven  instances  it  was  found  necessary, 
but  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

The  drains  at  51  premises  were  renewed  on  account  of  their  defective 
condition,  and  on  completion  were  tested.  .Altogether  288  tests  were 
applied. 

24  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Acts,  and  where  necessary,  intimation  notices  were  sent  to  the  owners  to 
carry  out  alterations  and  cleansing.  The  shortage  of  houses  of  the  type 
suitable  for  the  poorer  classes,  is  very  acute,  and  some  of  the  existing 
houses  are  so  old  that  nothing  but  re-building  is  really  satisfactory.  This, 
of  course,  is  impossible  until  other  accommodation  is  provided.  However, 
improvements  of  a minor  cliaracter  have  been  made  in  many  cases.  Con- 
siderable alterations  were  carried  out  to  six  houses  at  Bradiford.  Water 
Closets  were  j.rovided  in  lieu  of  earth  closets,  sculleries  and  larders  were 
built,  and  the  yards  properly  cemented. 

One  Closing  Order  was  issued,  and  in  due  course,  notice  was  given 
to  the  occupiers  to  quit  the  premises.  After  considerable  difficulty,  the 
occupants  were  able  to  find  other  accommodation.  The  Closing  Order 
with  respect  to  a house  in  Green  Lane  having  become  ojierative,  notice 
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was  scrvei-l  on  tlio  tenant  to  leave.  This  house  is  in  a verj  dilapidated 
condition,  aiul  a danger  to  the  occupants.  No  alternative  accommodation 
seems  to  he  available. 

The  demolition  of  certain  houses  in  Green  Lane  has  been  considered, 
but  certain  difticulties.  arose  which  necessitated  the  matter  being  deferred 
for  a short  ]ieriod. 

MEAT  INSPECTION, 

597  visits  were  made  to  the  six  Slaughter-houses,  and  567  visits  to 
Butcher.s  ami  Fishmongers  premises.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  seize 
any  unsound  or  diseased  meat,  as  in  all  cases,  when  I found  any  carcase  or 
parts  diseaseil,  the  same  was  willingly  surrendered  to  me  to  prevent  its 
being  used  for  human  consumtion. 

A distinct  improvement  was  carried  out  at  one  of  the  private 
Slaughter-houses  by  cementing  a plinth  round  the  walls,  which  enables 
them  to  be  thoroughly  and  more  easily  cleansed. 

New  bye-law's  are  being  drafted  with  regard  to  Slaughter-houses,  and 
I hope  that  an  advancement  will  be  made  which  will  prevent  in  future  some 
of  the  objectionable  methods  adopted  in  the  conduct  of  the  business.

DAIRIES  AND  MIEKSHOPS. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  the  50  Dairies,  Milkshops  and 
Cowsheds  within  the  Borough,  all  of  which  have  now  been  registered  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922. 
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-12  arc  registered  as  Retail  Purveyors.  0 are  registered  as  ^nlolesa!o 
Producers.  One  Dairyman  is  registered  as  a Wliole.sale  Rrodiicer  as  well 
as  a Retailer. 

No  application  has  been  received  for  a licence  to  sell  “ Certified 
Grade  A ” or  “ Pasteured  ” Milk. 

SALK  OF  FOOD  AND  DItUOS  ACTS. 

During  the  year,  18  samples  of  milk,  and  0 of  butter  were  taken  for 
Analysis.  4 samples  of  milk  were  found  not  to  be  genuine,  one  of  which 
was  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  28%.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  this 
case,  and  a fine  of  , £2  and  costs  was  imposed.  Letters  of  caution  were 
sent  in  the  other  cases  as  the  deficiencies  were  slight.  The  samples  of 
milk  which  proved  to  be  genuine  were  exceptionally  good  All  the  samples 
of  butter  were  genuine. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

48  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  investigated,  and  in  each  case 
every  effort  was  taken  to  discover  the  scource  of  infection.  97  rooms 
were  fumigated,  which  includes  those  where  Tubercular  patients  have  been 
removed  to  sanatorium. 

3  wards  in  public  institutions  were  sprayed,  and  also  a school  where 
a number  of  cases  of  Diptheria  had  occurred. 

79  lots  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  disinfected  at  your  steam 
disinfecting  station.

The  Ihikeliouses  have  been  limewashed  or  cleansed  as  required  by  the 
statute,  at  regular  intervals.  There  are,  however,  some  old  bakehouses 
which  need  limewashing  more  often,  and  this  is  usually  done. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

These  premises,  together  with  Marine  Stores,  are  visited  from  time 
to  time,  and  although  complaints  were  received  regarding  smells  from  these 
premises,  no  appreciable  nusiances  were  found  to  exist.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  request  repaving  of  floors,  limewashing  and  provision  of 
lavatory  accommodation,  which  were  carried  out. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE. 

The  one  common  Lodging  House  has  been  visited  periodically,  and 
at  no  time  did  I find  any  breach  of  the  regulations.  The  yard  paving  was 
re-cemented  and  certain  minor  repairs  carried  out.
